INCOME TAX LAW 
NOW IN EFFECT 


Treasury Officials Busy Per­ 


fecting Regulations. 


PREDICT NUMEROUS LAWSUITS 


Ev e r Since the Adm inistration Began 


Fram ing the Statute It Has Been 


Claimed by Many Persons in Wash- 


Ington That Countless Complications 


and Endless Litigation W ill Arise. 


Washington, 
Nov. I.— The 
income 
tax, the roost revolutionary revenue 
raising power conferred on the Am er­ 
ican government since its foundation, 
has started on the path that is to 
bring millions into the public treas­ 
ury. 
Though the existence of the income 
tax was assured by an> amendment to 
the Constitution 
agreed 
to 
by 
the 
necessary number of states early last 
spring, its collection w ill be accom­ 
panied, it is not doubted here, with 
a thousand 
complications 
not 
now 
foreseen. 
Ev e r since President W ilson signed 
the tariff bill with its income tax pro­ 
vision, early in the present month, the 
m achinery of the treasury department 
has been at work upon the regulations 
that are to govern the collection of the 
tax. 
Thousands of letters and telegrams 
bringing up for settlement points in 
the new law have poured into the de­ 
partment. 


Experts Have Hard Task. 


They have come from every conceiv­ 
able source and, added to the labor of 
making regulations, 
have 
made the 
task of the experts one not to be en­ 
vied. 
No one in the treasury department 
believes that the regulations so far 
formulated are perfect, but they will 
stand until some one proves that they 
should be changed, and officials are 
not inclined to believe that expert law­ 
yers employed 
by big 
corporations 
have failed to understand them. 
Since the adm inistration began fram ­ 
ing an income tax law it has gone the 
rounds in W ashington that it would 
lead to many lights in the courts and 
as the tariff bill progressed through 
the senate many a senator quietly ex­ 
pressed the view that every line of 
the income tax provision was subject 
fo r a lawsuit. 
The man in the street who knows 
he makes more than |3,000 a year and 
who is personally responsible for his 
■hare of the tax does not need to be­ 
gin worrying about his payment for 
the present. 


Present W orking ef Law. 


The first operation of the law af­ 
fects only 
banks, 
corporations and 
others 
responsible for 
payment on 
mortgages, salaries, etc. 
Fo r such part as they are bound by 
the law they must withhold "a t the 
source.” 
The amounts so withheld 
are not payable immediately to the 
treasury and the money from the tax 
will not begin flowing into the treas­ 
ury vaults for many months. 
The tax for 1913 is to be collected 
from M arch I, shortly after the con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
was ratified, 
until Dec. 31. 
W ithholding agents, however, must 
begin deducting the normal tax of I 
per cent at the source today, with­ 
holding it for November and Decem­ 
ber, with certain exceptions. 
The individual reporting upon his 
own income of more than 13,000 a 
year makes his return to the collec­ 
tor of internal revenue in his district 
next March.

Genera] W alter C. Owen appeared in 
the supreme court to argue in favor of 
legal proceedings against the North­ 
ern Pacific Railroad company to an­ 
nul its charter for failing to pay the 
secretary 
of state 
$250,000 
for in­ 
creasing its capita! stock. 
The appli­ 
cation was opposed by George D. Van 
Dyke, who said the road was incorpo­ 
rated under a special charter ami was 
not amenable 
to the 
provisions of 
the general charter law. 
Mr. Owen's application is for leave 
to bring suit in the nature of quo war­ 
ranto seeking to annul the charter. 
In the last fifteen years the railroad 
has increased its capital stock $250,- 
000,000 without paying a fee to the 
secretary of state for filing the same. 
"A n y increase in capital would be 
a change in the corporation itself of 
a fundamental character,” said 
Mr. 
Owen. 
"W h ere would the public, or a 
prospective purchaser of some of the 
increased stock, learn of the authority 
to issue it? 
Is it not reasonable to 
presume that any action taken by the 
stockholders 
increasing 
the 
stock 
should be evidenced by some paper 
filed in the office < f the secretary of 
state? 
\“ c maintain that any change 
in the charter is * qu i valent to and is 
an amendment of the articles of aa 
seriation."

Adm inistration Supporters Lose Con­ 


test Against Reduction and. W hile 


the W hite House Remains Silent, It 


Is Understood President W ilson Is 


Opposed to Less Than Nine. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
I.— Th.* 
senate 
banking and currency committee ten­ 
tatively agreed upon four regional re­ 
serve banks for the proposed new cur­ 
rency system, 
with 
a proviso that 
after two years the federal reserve 
hoard may add as many additional 
banks as it deems necessary, not ex­ 
ceeding twelve. 
The pending bill fixes the number 
at twelve and it has been understood 
that the administration would not con­ 
sent to have It reduced below nine. 
The sharp reduction in the number 
of reserve banks was the first radical 
amendment the committee has urged 
upon ami it was earnestly opposed by 
the administration supporters in the 
committee. 
Senators O'Gorman and Hitchcock, 
however, voted with the five Repub­ 
licans for the reduction, leaving but 
five Democrats behind the adm inistra­ 
tion proposal. 


W hite House Rem ains Silent. 


The W hite House was silent as to 
the committee’s action. 
But it has 
been 
generally 
supposed 
that 
the 
president was vigorously opposed to 
cutting the number below aine. 
The committee still has ponding tho 


proposal to abandon the aitmiDisten­ 
tion regional plan and to create a gov­ 
ernment controlled central bank. 
There 
is 
also 
pending 
Senator 


Reed's proposal that the unification 
of the national banks be accomplished 
by the creation of a government clear­ 
ing house which would act aa a re­ 
serve reservoir. 
The question of the 


capitalization 
and 
stock 
ownership 


of the proposed regional banks was 
taken up immediately after tke num­ 
ber was tentatively fixed, but no de­ 
cision was reached in the matter. 
The adm inistration supporters con­ 
tested every step in the reduction of 
the number of regional hanks. 
Two 


of them voted to retain the number 
at tw elve and three voted for tea 
banks. 
The proposal to fix the num­ 
ber at eight was defeated, seven to 
five, and by the same vote tbs num­ 
ber was fixed at four.

income 
tax. the most revolutionary revenue 
raising power conferred on the Am er­ 
ican government since its foundation, 
has started on the path that is to 
bring millions into the public treas­ 
ury. 
Though the existence of the income 
tax was assured by an amendment to 
the Constitution 
agreed 
to 
by 
the 
necessary number of states early last 
spring, its collection will be accom­ 
panied, it is not doubted here, with 
a thousand complications 
not 
now 
foreseen. 
Eve r since President W ilson signed 
the tariff bill with its income tax pro­ 
vision, early in the present month, the 
m achinery of the treasury department 
has been at work upon the regulations 
that are to govern the collection of the 
tax. 
Thousands of letters and telegrams 
bringing up for settlement points in 
the new law have poured into the de­ 
partment. 


Expert* Have Hard Task. 


They have come from every conceiv­ 
able source and, added to the labor of 
making regulations, 
have 
made the 
task of the experts one not to be en­ 
vied. 
No one in the treasury department 
believes that the regulations so far 
formulated are perfect, but they will 
stand until some one proves that they 
should be changed, and officials are 
not inclined to believe that expert law­ 
yers employed 
by big 
corporations 
have failed to understand them. 
Since the administration began fram ­ 
ing an income tax law it has gone the 
rounds in W ashington that it would 
lead to many tights in the courts and 
as the tariff bill progressed through 
the senate many a senator quietly ex­ 
pressed the view that every line of 
the income tax provision was subject 
for a lawsuit. 
The man in the street who knows 
be makes more than $3,000 a year and 
who is personally responsible for his 
share of the tax does not need to be­ 
gin worrying about his payment tor 
the present. 


Present W orking of Law. 


The first operation of the law af­ 
fects only 
banks, 
corporations and 
others 
responsible for 
payment on 
mortgages, salaries, etc. 
For such part as they are bound by 
the law they must withhold “ at the 
source." 
The amounts so withheld 
are not payable immediately to the 
treasury and the money from the tax 
will not begin flowing into the treas­ 
ury vaults for many months. 
The tax for 1913 is to be collected 
from March I, shortly after the con­ 
stitutional amendment 
was ratified, 
until Dec. 31. 
W ithholding agents, however, must 
begin deducting th** normal tax of I 
per cent at the source today, with­ 
holding it for November and Decem­ 
ber, with certain exceptions. 
The individual reporting upon his 
own income of more than $3,000 a 
year makes his return to the collec­ 
tor of internal revenue in his district 
next March.

“The Spirit of the Lord 
God is upon me; because lie hath 
anointed me to preach good tidings t » 
the meek .” 
The Master ami the Apostles set the 
standard which he believes should be 
followed. 
He follows their example, 
not considering himself wise enough 
to Improve u|>on their methods. Jesus’ 
preaching was along the simplest doc­ 
trinal lines, because none of His hear 
ers were begotten of the Holy Spirit. 
The Divine thought is expressed that 
beginners in the Christian way should 
•‘desire the sincere milk of the Word.” 
whereas advanced Christians should 
feed U|K>n strong meat.

can satisfy souls hungering and thirst 
ing after righteousness. 


Unrequired and Undesirable Sacrifices.

Then the Pastor dem onstrated that 
God prepared Jesus with an acceptable 
body; and our Lord "offered up H im ­ 
self” an acceptable sacrifice. 
Divine 
acceptance was manifested: 
(1) At Jesus’ consecration, by the Im- 
partation of the Holy Spirit; 
(2) By Jesus' resurrection, born of 
the Spirit to glory and immortality. 
As in the Atonement Day sacrifice 
then* was an offering of a bullock , rep­ 
resenting Jesus' death, so there was a 
subsequent offering of a goat, typify­ 
ing the Church’s sacrifice.

Holy and Acceptable Sacrifices. 
Pastor Russell next explained why 
Israel’s Atonement Day sacrifices were 
merely types. 
Tho Law read. “A 
man’s life for a man’s life.” 
Hence a 
bullock and a goat could never be ac­ 
ceptable to God as a substitutionary 
sacrifice for Adam and his family. 
Then the Pastor demonstrated that 
God prepared Jesus with an acceptable 
body: and our T/>rd “offered up Him­ 
self” an acceptable sacrifice. 
Divine 
acceptance was manifested: 
(I) At Jesus' consecration, by the im­ 
portation of the Holy Spirit: 
(2» By Jesus’ resurrection, born of 
the Spirit to glory and immortality. 
As in the Atonement Day sacrifice 
then* was an offering of a bullock, rep­ 
resenting Jesus’ death, so there was a 
subsequent offering of a goat, typify­ 
ing the Church’s sacrifice. 
Jesus' sacrifice continued during the 
three and a half years of His ministry, 
and ended with His death. Forty days 
after, Ile ascended on High. Then Ile 
made application of the merit of Ills 
sacrifice on behalf of all who desire to 
become His footstep followers. 
Those in the upper room at Pente 
cost were the first to be begotten of the 
Holy Spirit, and to become acceptable 
sacrifices. Since then, others have been 
received from every nation. 
Soon the 
foreordained number of such sacrific­ 
ers. or priests, will have completed the 
Body of Christ beyond the veil. 
Forth­ 
with the Messianic Kingdom will be 
established for the blessing of all.
